Now oomplBted as a safety and soeala feature adjacent to the south 
end ot the rim-to-rlm bridge ta the rock wall to whleh will be atlbmd 
tbe memorial plaque dedicating tbe wall and the span across, Snaka 
river canyon to' the memory of the late L B. Perrlne. 

Saturday morning, members ot tho:I.'B. Ferrine memorial conunl^ee. 
created at the ouggestton of -former. Rep. Addison T.^Bmltb,. gathered 
ot the wall to' view tbe finished project. .The sturdy yet ornate struetura 
Is . ISO feel long .and .extends ..along the canyon, rim trom tbe left aide' 
of the bridge aa It Is approached ' from tbe south. The wall, two teet 
thick and four.feet hlgb, Is.buUt^oI lava rock. 

Besides serving, as an enduring setting tor the dedicatory, idaqne, the 
wall' will serve* to deter recurrence of automobile plunges from the 
canyon brim.. "Die expanse' was previously, guarded by only a wire 
fence' through which two cam hurtled' Into the canyon bringing death 
to three persons- this year. The wall to securely' anchor '"" ^- 
rock by reinforced steel cemented to the rock.

3T-IMrlng the 
1M7 season. UMl catUe and S8,3H 
sheep were permitted to graze In the 
Minidoka national forest, Forest Bu- 
pnrrlsor A. E. Brlggs hss announced. 

Of tbls number, 3,909 cattle and 
B^s sheep were permitted on the 
Baft rlvtr range In Utah. The. re- 
mainder were permitted on the Cas- 
sia, Albion, Bublett and Black Pine 
divisions In Idsho. The livestock Is 
owned by some 383 permittees wbo 
operated cattle or sheep outllts In 
the vicinity of the forest. 

Brlggs said that even though the 
IH7 season produced from 35 to 30 
per cent more forage than average, 
it was not a good grazing season 
for the range. There wsa near nor- 
mal moisture In tha fall of ISU but 
very light snowfall during tba win- 
ter. Unsessonably warm weather In 
April gave the vegetation an early 
start but imuiually dry weather dur- 
ing Apdl and May resultcdm early 
maturity of vegetation on the lower 
ranges. An abundance of rain then 
came, starting about June I, result- 
ing In above average production 
of forage. 

' Unusually heavr frost in June re- 
tarded weed production In the high- 
er elevations. High , temperatures, 
high winds and lack of moisture 
during the Ill-day period of dry 
weather beginning June t1, rapid- 
ly sapped the moisture from the 
vegetation. BiddU sprlngs^ dried up 
In August which eUmlnated many 
watering places and made It neces- 
sary for both sheep and cattle to 
travel farther to water and to con- 
gregate on smaller sreas of ' the 
range.

I A lot ol Jokes were made about the congref- 
^alonal Junkets to Europe lut summer. But, 
:ln the light ot recent events, friends ol the 
;Manhall plan may have to concede that these 
iJunkets were a good Investment of the public 
^oaey which saved the European recover? 
program Irom costly delay or Impotence. ' 
1 ' The aid program cleared its first big hurdle 
iln the house of representatives by only 26 
'( fvotes. That'hurdle was an amendment which 
'~ ' -^would have forbidden the buying of any ma- 
,t«7lal for stop-sap assistance U it, were in 
;Short supply here at home. The result might 
ihave been vlrtolly no assistance at alirif the 
jbouse had Its way^ And It took a lot ot In- 
jformed tolk and a sharp split in the majority 
Jparty to avoid It. 

j Mfich of this Informed talk came from 
(Mpresentatlves who had seen the Buropeah 
■situation at first hand danng the summer 
recess. It was evident from the debate that 
most of them had arrived overseas with their 
minds and eyes open, and that they had done 
■ome studious sight-seeing In their tJuveUi. 

This attitude was not true of all the Junke- 
teers. Travel does not always broaden. The 
contrast between foreign and American 
thought, customs, viewpoint and general way 
of life (Can turn some travelers more sour 
than ever on anything that Isn't American. 
It not only can but It has. AU of us have seen 
it In soldiers who were stationed In Europe. 
We have at least read about it in some con- 
gressmen. But these last are In the minority. 

Thanks to the speed and casualness of air 
travel — plus some appropriation expense 
mone^then were probably more congress- 
men who had seen what they were talking 
about In a .forelgn-poUcy discussion than 
over before. 

These returned travelers had talked to Ital- 
ian farmers and S^nch workers. They had 
looked. Into coal mines and factories. They 
bad 'seen the. produce and prices in city 
markets. Comhnmlst strength and methods 
\> Srero' part ot the scfene In** which they found 
' ^emselves. Infiiitibn and the black market 
were more than abstract terms. British soc- 
ialism, British austerl^, and tbe bitter, 
jchaoUc problem that Is Oermany were not 
[simply words, but vivid recollections. 
I Not all the summer sojoorhen saw all these 
ithlngs, of course, or reacted the same to 
jtbem. Nordld they provlde.oU the support for' 
{Stop-gap aid. But the majority seemed 
iagieed that quick and sufficient help la 
tneeded. 

j Tbey probably also realized, as well as the! 

Ulttle-spenders and no-spenders did, that 

ll^vlng this help wUfnot be a painless process. 

|But they may have realized, too, that when 
„ fther can fly to Europe In half a day, danger 
I/- l]u Europe Is not. too remote from this country 
If 4)nce the last barrier of opposition abroad is 

'jbroken down. 

.. The hurdles which these traveling con- 
gressmen have helped the ERP to clear are a 
stone wall of IsolaUonlsm— a f eeUng that It 
jls better to take a chance on the ungrateful, 
. improvident Europeans stopping an all-out- 
' . «hort^f-war attack by the communists than 
-to make any sacrifices ourselves. If the public < 
-iinoney spent on congressional travel this . 
Rummer produces a force that can break 
down that wsll, then the Jimkets vriu really

The 
support of this Increaalnsly Important area may mean 
the difference between victory or defeat for President 
Tyumen or his opponent. 

The OOP congress did reduce current 1048 fundi 
for'Orand Coulee In 'Washington, Central Valley In 
Oalltomla and other underUUngs ol vast concern 
to the west. 

But by requiring Immediate expenditure of mooer 
alleged to bo unsmnt by the tnlcrtor department In 
previous yean, the Republicans mahitalned that they 
had given more cash lor Irrigation and land develop- 
ment than any predeceaaor twdy. Even interior ofll- 
elala ecoeurred In this contentloO. 

SliAKT— Tbat was tho aaug reply which Speaker 
Joseph W. Martin, Jr., Senate Leader Robert A. Taft 
and Rep. Ben Jensen of Iowa, obaliman of the house 
appr^irlaUons RUbcom^tteo handling these questions, 
gave when, last summer, they toured the northwest 
and west and discovered that their own partlaani wet« 
resentful orar this eeemlngly ptnch-penny policy. They 
were warned that It might cost them the presidential 
vote In thess states next year. 

Martin. Taft and Jensen also ran Into what they 
regarded u a "Democratlo racket." They learned that 
Znttilor Secy. J. A. Knig and RedamaUon commis- 
sioner Michael W. Qtransa bad advised smart strategy 
In order to embamoa the OOP. 

TIOLAXION'— Krug and Stifaus, cq visits to these 
projects, urged their field staff a to "speed up and 
spend" and to "crowd on all ateom"— that was their 
quotad language in tba praaa-^thout regard for tha 
fact . that IMS approprlatlaoa might run out long 
befort June 30 of next year. Early exhaustion d 
funds;, obviously, would bulwark Interior's demand 
for more money at tbe special or regular session of 
congresa. 

vnim Interior, as prophesied, did ask for an addi- 
tional |3O|37a.00O at the aesalcn recently recessed. Sen. 
Stales Bridges. approprlaUocs committee chairman, 
and Whip Kenneth 8. Wherry recaUed their warnings. 
They assaUed the demand as a vlolaUon of tba 
deficiency appropriaUona law. 

Senator Cordon of Oregon waved an Interior depart- 
ment memorandum to field agents, which aald Uiat 
"Interior Secretary Kru< and RecbunaUon Commla- 
aloner Straus are Insistent that funds be spent early 
In the year, by Jan. I, ISiS. If pcastble." To them, 
this document' waa proof of Krug-Btraua ahenaclgana. 

BAIBED— There seems to be doubt and denial as to 
whether such an order wu sent out from Wash- 
ington. But there la no doubt that. In their published 
and off-the-record statementa to their help. Krug and 
Straus hare advocated a program of lavish and ad- 
vance spending tbat would forco tbe GOP to suppcrt 
a deficiency appropriation. 

Despite the Bridgiaa-Wberry howls and the Martin- 
TafWenaen boasta of their generosltr to the west, 
they not ooly gava President Truman an addlUonal 
•30,370,000 for reclamation In tha last hour of. the 
special session, the; raised the ante by the aforesaid 
Sa.eM.000, and the bUl swished through boUi cham- 
ber! without: a whlspertd protest.

If a cure oould ba found fcr tbe common cold Ita 
authentic announcement would coosUtute Udlngs aa 
glad as soy ever heard In the history of healing, and 
ol greater m'oment to tba race, in the long prospect, 
than any other that can be reasonably Imagined. 
For tha Invlsiblo virus of the common eold- Is one 
of the greatest of oU drains upon hesltb and wealth. 
TUrty-two per cent of home vlalta by the physician, 
and S per cent of office vlslta, arise from the ootnmon 
oedd. We bsvs at hand no statistics more recent than 
Uioae of several years ago. but certainly matters 
have mended'not at all since tbe aitlmate was that 
com m on colds cost the communltr of Portland an 
annual sum of 14,037,325. One vaulU Into higher 
matbemattcs whan It U oonsldarsd that 127,000,000 
ononaoD eolds oeonr aanuaUy la America. 

Tb» Oam may ooaia, and prob^ily will, whan this 
most fraquant and baffling of dlseasM ifOl be solved 
and prevented. Penups trntadryl may prove bene- 
ficial, but lemedles mereJr beneficial ara not lacking, 
vrhUe the certain cure seems remote as ever. It Is 
racaDed that a ferw yean ago the statement was made, 
qulta con fi den t ly, that oonqueat of the common cold 
bad been achieved by the use . e< chlorophyll, the 
green odotttw of - plants. Tbero Is an obvloua abun- 
daw o«-^I«wihyn. but yet wo are aneedng and

DurUtf tha first World war, sens 
Oennan tnunlgrants and tbalr chil- 
dren Were suspected ot disloyalty to 
this nation beeauie they applied 
their Intelllgenee to tba Issues be- 
tween Oermany and France. Very 
few were pro-German to tha extent 
tbat they were antl-Amerlcon. 

To gai our perspcoUve, wa muat 
understand first that Russia Is our 
enemy and that all communists an 
adherents of that enemy. On trea- 
son, the oonsUtiitlon says It con- 
sliU of levying war against tbe 
United States or adhering to our 
enemies, giving them old and com- 
fort. 

Those Irish and their children 
who hated England did not levy war 
against this nation, and Ireland, 
the country tt> which they gave 
assistance, was our friend. A few 
jfiOx did undertake to strike a blow 
for Ireland against Aigland from 
our shores, but we called tbat mis- 
chief, punishable under another 
beading. 

Such mischief might Invtdve us 
in war with a friendly power some 
time and the precedent, confirmed 
In the financing or organisation of 
armies in tha United States to fight 
In Spain and Poleotlne. Is t>elng used 
against us even now by Stalin. 

The Oermons who had come here 
prior to ISI4. some of whom, and 
sonuiof whose progeny, were cauajit 
in the problem of loyalty In the 
first war, were, on tbe whide, a fine 
group, nielr virtues have long been 
ivcognlied and to mention thoM 
virtues has been to ontoganUe some 
other Immigrant groups who were 
inferior In those partlcuhus. Pol- 
itically they were a doubtful ~ 
being tainted with aoclalisni. 

When August. 1014, befell, our 
country somehow suddenly came 
under the speU of a vast. Insensate, 
adolescent crush on Ronce. This 
was a terrible Idiocy because France 
herself hod been an aggrcasor by 
trade, and wna Inetfldcnt, qiuurcl- 
some and disorderly. 

She had t>een asking for a return 
match ever since ISTO, when she 
got a Ucklng wtilcb sho deserved at 
least as weU as Ae deserved '^aome of 
her post victories.

This Is 
the groundwork for proof of treason 
by those Americans who adhere to 
communlam. which Is but the po- 
litical war program of Soviet Russia. 
The InfestaUon is worse la New 
York. It Is dangerous In Hollywood 
and Washington and In tbe 010. It 
Is active In groups which receive and 
pay monv to notorious communist 
propagandists In the guise of lec- 
turers on Poland and Palestine. 

It would be pathetic If we had to 
rely on tho dictum of Francis BIddle, 
late attorney general of tbe United 
States, that commtmlsm Is Inimical.
